1 . Before filling in the application form the candidates 
should consult the Notice and Rules carefully to see if they 
are eligible.

Certificate and the Attendance Sheet as duly filled in, wltll 
a copy of photograph affixed thereon, will not be allowed 
to appear at the examination. Photocopies of the Photograph 
are not acceptable. 

A candidate appearing at the examination should also bring 
wi’h him an extra copy of the photograph similar to the one 
affixed on the application form to the examination hall. 

Candidates are advised to ensure that all the copies of 
photographs affixed by them on the application form and on 
the attendance sheet submitted by them in the exami¬ 
nation hall are identical, If, on verification at any stage 
any variation is found in the copies of photographs affixed 
by him on the application form and on the attendance 
sheet submitted by him in the examination hall, his 
candidature will be liable to be cancelled by the Commis¬ 
sion.
